R. V. C. 



MISS KING PRESIDED. 



Noted Lecturer Will Speak 
to English Classes 
To-Day. 



Last night In the R.V.C. Convoca- 
tion Hall, Miss Spurgeon, president of 
the Inturnatioual Fedoratlon «f Uni- 
versity Women, spoke toitti* Alumnae 
Boctety.-rjyiiss King, president of the 
socloty,' introduced the speaker of the 
ovontng. She laid stress ou the great 
Importance of this federation and on 
its comprchenBlvenoHs. She then 
.spoke of the accomplishments of .Miss 
Spurgeon. Hcr importance Is shown 
by the fact that her visit to Montreal 
has been given almost as much im- 
portance as that of "a-movlo. actress 
or a boxlug champion." Miss Spur- 
geon 1h a professor the University 
of London and also at the Universlt.v 
of Bedford, besides v;hlch she holds a 
doctor's degree of the University of 
Paris. At present she is at Columbia 
U)iiversJty, and it is from there that 
sh« has come to visit Montreal. 

Miss Spurgeon said that It was 
after her. visit with the Bfltrsb Mis- 
sion that the idea^oC an International 
Federation of University Woméri'Kàd 
first arisen. At ('.tfi this was to 
inert^ly a federation of the Kiigllsh- 
speaklng women ,';raduates, but later 
she had Eeen that it must bo world- 
wide. The first conference was bold 
jlast^ summer in Londbn, at whlcji^del- 
1 égales from all parts of the world 
j were present. The aim of the asaocla- 
-tloii. Miss Spurgeon .said, ^!iya^ to ^ur- 
tÊef intprnatlonol frlénSi^WS^'by^^..^, 
moting mutual understanding, ^hjls 
was a very .Important wjrk, as pres- 
ent world eyenU: i>rove. . It aims, also 
at the Internaiization of knowledge 
by bringing students together to ox- 
cHange Ideas. The hope that some 
day the federation may have an or- 
gan Of ;ts own which will discuss 
topics of mutual Interest to all iinl- 
.versity women and which will print 
the good things about university 
women which seem to find no ex- 
pression In the existing magazines of 
to-day. University women by com- 
paring notes might help In the pro- 
cesses of education, — as for example, 
they could further the teaching of 
apguages In the schools and help to 
raise the standards of colleges. This 
federation, she said, vas .ttie .begln- 
nlnsr of the. organized traltilnglQX wo- 
men as citizens of the world'.

James A.' Nalamith. a graduate of Mj- 
Gill.' invented the game of basketball- 
Or. NalsmlUi. a Canadian by blrli, 
after completing bis medical course 
w McGill, graduated from tbe Gross 
Medical School. He was appointed 
Arsoclate Professor of Physical Edu- 
cation at tbo University of Kansas in 
1898, becoming full professor of that 
department ten years later. . ' Durltig 
the war, ho served with the Y.M.CJV, 
la France ou director of social hy- 
Klene for Ibe American' Kxpoditlonary 
Force. 

Basketball was tbe result of a de 
liberate attempt to evolve a game 
suitable for mkn to play indoors. In 
1891, Doctor Naismltb wa.s In charae 
of a gymnasium class at the Spring 
field, Mass.. Y.M.r.A , then an instru.?- 
toi«- college for athletes and associa- 
tion men. . Tbe' men cnrolliîd- ln 'the 
class were football, baseball and 'track 
athletes and became weary of the In- 
side work consisting of boxing, wrest 
Kng and swimming. 

At a moetluR of the Young Men's 
Christian instructors, some one sug 
eested tha^'* Invention is merély the 
use of things si hand. Doctor Nais 
mltb remarked that invention of n 
^ew ss^ic was possible. He concon 
tratcd for weeks on this idea. 

Football, llacrosse, hockey, soccer 
and other games, the doctor concludud 
were too lough to be played indoors. 
He decided to work out his new game 
with Rugby as a Basiip. eliminating the 
features which m»de it extremely 
rough. Tackling and kicking, he 
totin'd' o'n" analysis, were at the root 
bt' the evil. ''' He eliminated tacklint; 
by allowing the player to run when 
Ui\ does^nbt have the ball, and by hav- 
ing'the balï'i)à8Béd' wlti hands only, 
he did away with kicking. 

When tbe question of goals came 
lip Doctor, Naismith decided he must 
have receptacles ip which to throw 
tbe ball. f^ts idea was borrowed 
from the old game of "Duck on the 
Rock." The upright tpye of goal 
v.blèh would allow the game to bo- 
tome strenuous by permitting cxcos- 
i;lve force In scoring. " 

The superintendent of groundà wa» 
ceked to fnmlsb two boxes, elgtateon 
inches square. But thf»e were Çgt 
available just thçn and two peach 
boskets were offered. Doctor Nais- 
tnlth' took these and hung one at each 
end of tbe court, using the gallery f j.- 
support.

Good Roads Congress and ^ 
Machinery Exposition 



The Relationship of Highway and 
Motor Transport Development to 
Education," will be one of the princi- 
pal subjects discussed at tbe big 
r ation-wide Good^ Roads Congress and 
Machinery Exposition now being held 
at the Coliseum, In Chicago, accord- 
ing to announcement made by officers 
of the American Road Builders' As- 
sociation, under ' whose auspices the 
congress is being held. The~ subject 
will be presented by Prof. C. J. 'Til- 
den, National Director of Hlghwaya 
and Highway Transport Education, 
Washington, D.C., one of the foremast 
leaders in the good roads movement. 

Improvement of the highways bears 
such an Important relation to rural 
and city education that the subject is 
beginning to receive considerable at- 
tention, not only from highway but 
educational officials. The Improve- 
tnent of the highways In many sec- 
tions of the country has made it oasior 
for school children' in tbe rural dis- 
tricts to get to the rural schools and 
to reach handily and quickly the 
higher institutions of learning In the 
cities. Wherever roads have been 
Improved, statistics show that educa- 
tional facilitlca have broadened ami 
there lias been a marked grov.'th in 
school attendance. Census data, com- 
pared wjtb road statistics, shows 
olcarly the relationship between Il- 
literacy aiid bad roads. Many factors 
contribuio to illiteracy, but It Is 
considered significant tliat where one 
Is found lliorc is usually the other. 
In Arkansas, MIsiiourl, .N'orth Caro- 
lina and Mississippi, where less than 
'2 per cent, of the roada are improved, 
there were, according census fig- 
ures, 374,788 native botn white il- 
literates out of a total population of 

7,'8'0b!dÔ0. ' In MassachuseltH, C-on- 
I*»',. .<.. . 
nectlcut, New Jersey and Rhodo 

Island, where more than 30 per cent, 
of the roads are Improved, there wer*^ 
only 20,000 native born while illiter- 
ates out of a total population of 
0,025,000. While Prof. Tilden will 
present the subject of "the Relation 
of Highway I-mprovement to Educa- 
tion," his address will be followed by 
à general discussion open to tbe en- 
tire congress.
